Our Solitary Saviour

“He was alone” (Matt. 14:23). @ 


Our Saviour is none other than 
Immanuel “God With Us.” 
Nineteen hundred years ago God 
walked and talked with men, as 
Jesus Christ. There igs no ques- 
tion concerning the Deity of Jesus 
Christ. Of Him it is written: “This 
is the true God” (I John 5:20). But 
Jesus Christ is also man. We read 
of Him, “The Word was God,” and 
“The Word became flesh and dwelt 
among us’ (John 1:1, 14). He be- 
came a partaker of flesh and blood; 
He took upon Himself our nature; 
He became one of us (Heb. 2:14- 
18). 


The Incarnation was by way of 
the virgin birth. God sent forth 
His Son, made of a woman, to be 
born in a stall and cradled in a 
manger. He was a baby, a boy, 
aman. He was subject to all the 
sinless infirmities of the human 
race. He slept, He waked, He ate, 
He drank, He worked, He sorrowed 
— just as we do. 


In the text it is stated that “He 
was alone.’ This has reference to 
Him alone in the mountain, pray- 
ing. But that text might be writ- 
ten over the whole of His earth 
life, for He was lonely, solitary. 
That is one of the peculiarities of 
His humanity. One in commenting 
on it said, “His was the solitude 
of the Royal Stranger Who tarries 
for a night.” In this study we shall 
see that from the manger to the 
cross He was alone; that through 
His whole life there ran a deep, 
silent, sad undercurrent of loneli- 
ness. 


He Was Solitary in His Singularity 


Jesus Christ is unique. He is the 
only One of His kind. There has 
been and there is none other like 
Him. There has never been, nor 
will there ever be, another Incar- 
nation. There has been but one 
God-Man. It is not right to say 
that Jesus Christ was a good man, 
a great man, a great leader, a 
great teacher — He was all that,

It is possible to be surrounded 
by human beings and still be alone. 
On the writer’s first visit to New 
York City he went alone. In that 
city he was surrounded by five or

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was alone. (Sometimes folk laugh- 
ingly say, “Well, if I do go to hell, 
I’ll have lots of company.” Yes, 
—and you'll be alone). I saw a 
Chinaman on the streets today — 
a man in the midst of men, yet 
solitary. He was away from his 
land, away from his home, away 
from his kind. He was alone. But 
what can a finite illustration do 
to bring to us the thought of Christ 
surrounded by man — yet alone, 
alone because no other being of 
His kind ever existed. 


He Was Solitary in His Sinlessness 


Someone has described Jesus 
Christ as a “white rose in the midst 
of a bed of scarlet poppies.” Isn't 
that a vivd picture of our Saviour 
in the midst of the sinful men of 
this world? He had nothing in 
common with them. It was true 
then as now, that “the world lieth 
in wickedness.” How His sensitive 
soul must have shrunk from the 
blasphemy, sin, and hypocrisy of 
His day. His stainless purity could 
have no fellowship with the 
wrongs, sins, impurities, shames, 
of this earth. His own disciples 
wounded Him again and again. In 
a very true sense of the word, He 
had no companions. Men could not 
be His companions, for they were 
impure, while He is pure; their 
aspirations are unholy, while His 
are always holy; their hearts are 
full of hate; His full of love. 

Did you ever stop to think how 
lonely a saint would be in hell? 
Yet loneliness such as that is not 
comparable to the loneliness of our 
Lord while here on earth. He was 
alone in His sinlessness. 


He Was Solitary in His Love 


Jesus Christ loved men — they 
did not love Him. “They hated Me 


without a cause,’’ was His declara-. 


tion. He called to men, “Come un- 
to Me,” but “He came unto His 
own, and His own received Him 
not.” The leaders of His nation — 
His own nation — derided Him, 
and cried out, “It is not fit that 
such a fellow should live. Away 
with Him! Crucify Him!”” His own 
denied Him, forsook Him, sold 
Him. I have often imagined Christ 
walking the highways and byways 
of His own land, His eager eyes 
scanning each face that He met, 
for some sign of recognition, but 
He was in the world, and the world 
knew Him not. When my boy was 
a baby I came home every two or 
three weeks, from some evangel- 
istic trip, and I remember how I 
walked to the crib where he was 
lying — my boy — to look down 
into those blue eyes of his, long- 
ing for some sign of recognition. 
He was my own, yet he gave no 
sign of recognition whatsoever. 
How often I turned away from that 
crib to say, “Oh, he doesn’t know 
me.” He was my own — but he 
didn’t know me. That brings grief 
to the heart of a man. 

There isn’t anything more de- 
pressing, or anything that makes 
a heart heavier, than ‘to long for 


those whom you love, only to find 
them beyond reach, or out of touch. 
This was impressed upon me re- 
cently when I went into the home 
of a man over ninety years of age, 
who had, just a few months be- 
fore, buried away from his sight, 
like Abraham of old, the wife of 
his bosom. She had been a wife 
to him. She had made a home for 
him. She had been a companion 
to him. Now she was gone. He 
was ill. In weakness he sat in

His heart 
reached out after her, but she was 
beyond his reach. Yet never in 
all the history of the race did one 
yearn after a loved one as Christ 
yearned after men. Full of lone- 
liness is that wail — that sad, sad 
wail, “Oh, Jerusalem, Jerusalem! 
How oft I would have gathered 
you together, but you would not!’’ 
The very men whom He loved, in- 
stead of coming to Him, instead of 
loving Him, spit upon Him, smote 
Him, thorn-crowned Him, mocked 
Him, crucified Him, Oh, the heart 
ache of it. How lonely He was! 
And He has the same yearning 
over men today — He still calls to 
men, “Come unto Me”’—and men 
still refuse to come. Have you? 
Is His heart still yearning for you? 
Is He still the solitary Saviour, 
the lonely Lord, as far as you are 
concerned ? 


He Was Solitary in His Mission 


There was a dullness of the hu- 
man intellect, a deadness of the 
human heart with reference to the 
mission of cur Saviour. He knew 
His mighty task, but no one else 
seemed to comprehend it. When 
He was born they called His name 
Jesus, because He was to save His 
people from their sins, but that 
seemed to mean nothing, even to 
His dear ones. 

All through His life His eye was 
on the cross. When He spoke of His 
“Father’s business,” He referred 
to the cross. When He mentioned 
“Mine hour,” He had in mind the 
cross. ‘From the beginning He 
knew the awful climax of His 
earthly career — that of agony, 
anguish, shame, pain, beyond hu- 
man description. If some of us 
knew the future the responsibility 
would break us; we would be over- 
whelmed; some would go insane. 
The only hope for us, did some 
of us know the future, would be 
in the companionship and fellow- 
ship of those who love us. But 
He had no one who understood. He 
was alone. His heart must have 
yearned for sympathy, but He 
found none. 

He was misunderstood at every 
step. His own people were blind to 
His mission. They thought only of 
temporal glory, not of redemption. 
They knew that their Scriptures de- 
clared of their Messiah, “The gov- 
ernment shall be upon His shoul- 
ders.” He would dash His ene- 
mies “in pieces like a potter’s ves- 
sel.” But here was this man Je- 
sus, called the Christ, ‘tis true, 


yet walking through the dust of the 


land while the enemy rode in chari- 
ots, with nowhere to lay His head 


while the enemy dwelt in palaces. 


So they laughed Him to scorn and 


cried out, “Away with Him.” And 
finally they condemned Him as an 
impostor and nailed Him to the 
cursed tree. 


Even His own disciples were dis- 
appointed in Him. They shared 


the hopes of their people, and ex- 
pected Him to go to the throne of 
David in the overthrow of Rome. 
Then when He told them that He 
must suffer, that He must be killed, 
they rebuked Him, and cried out, 
‘Not so.” 


And beyond this, even His moth- 


er, who knew of His supernatural 
birth and sginless years, 
seem to understand His course. It 
seems that she joined with others 
in considering Him crazy — “be- 
side Himself” (Mark 3:21).

They did not compre- 
hend the agony which shook His 
soul. He was alone. 


Then, when He stepped out from 
beneath the shadow of the olive 
trees, He was betrayed by one of 
His familiar friends — betrayed 
with a kiss! Then — they all for- 
sook Him and fied! And then — 
Peter—Peter!—took an oath that he 
had never known this man Jesus! 
What a scene! The Friend of men 
stood without a friend! He was 
alone. He stood alone before the 
High Priest with no one to protest 
the indignities offered Him. He 
stood alone before Pilate with not 
a single one to speak a single word 
in His defense: Oh, one did carry 
His cross, but not for love, only 
because he was compelled to do so. 
Then when they nailed Him to the 
tree, what friendly hearts there 
may have been were lost in the 
crowd, and He was confronted on 
every hand by the face of a foe. 
The crowd milled round the cross, 
the priests wagging their heads, 
the rabble mocking and reviling, 
the multitude shouting — all with 


‘ hard, unmoistened faces waiting to 


see the end, watching to see Him 
die. There was no cry of sympathy 
anywhere. He was alone. 

Oh! if that were all, it might 
not be so bad, for others have en- 


dured pain, agony, persecution. 
But — He was forsaken of God! 
That is the meaning of that 


strange cry that pierced the air, 
“My God! My God! why hast Thou 
forsaken Me?’ Even God forsook 
Him. No angel came to help Him. 
Earth clenched her fist at Him, and 
heaven was shut up against Him. 
There was no look of love, no word 
of hope, no hand of help from 
either earth or heaven. Around 
about, enemies shouted hatred at 
Him, above God turned away from 
Him. He was alone. The dense 
darkness that came at mid-day 
seemed to declare and intensify 
His loneliness, for it cut Him off 
from everything. 
He was left to Himself. And there 
has never been, in all the annals 
of the human race, such solitude 
as this.

children were thrust into the fiery 
furnace the king saw walking with 
them in the flame the Son of God. 
They were not alone. An early 
Christian martyr was taken by 
the cruel hands of torture, to have 
flesh rent, and bones broken, in an 
effort to make him deny his faith. 
When he was left, he was a mass 
of bleeding flesh and broken bones. 
Yet he endured all the suffering 
without a single cry. When his 
dear ones found him and sobbed 
over him, they said, ‘““How did you 
stand it all without a single cry 
or complaint?” And he answered 
simply, “Jesus was with me.” He 
was not alone. But our Lord on 
the cross was denied the comfort- 
ing presence of God. He was alone. 
He died alone. He wrestled, prayed, 
sorrowed, suffered, died alone. 

AND OUR SIN MADE IT SO. 
The sinless One on the cross was 
made to be sin for us. “He bare 
our sins in His own body on the 
tree.” He was made “a curse for 
us.” He was there “smitten and 
afflicted of God’’ in our room and 
stead. He bore what we deserved. 
He alone died for us because He 
alone could do it. Hebrews says, 
“When He had by Himself purged 
our sins’ — and it must be “by 
Himself” for it could be by no 
other one. No other person could 
do it, not even the one who loves 
you most. That is why He was 
alone in the work of redemption. 
He alone bore our iniquity. He 
alone bore the curse of God. He 
alone bore the wrath against sin. 
He alone could do it, so He was 
alone in it. 


He Is Not Now Solitary 


We believe that now our Saviour 
is in heaven, surrounded by mul- 
titudes of men and women who are 
absent from the body and at home 
with Him — because He died alone. 
Isaiah may have meant something 
like this when he wrote of the time 
when “He shall see His seed.” Paul 
tells of the bringing of many sons 
unto glory. God has always desired 
to surround Himself with men. A 
blessed intimacy existed between 
God and man in Eden — an in- 
timacy marred by sin. God dwelt 
in the midst of His people Israel 
in the tabernacle, and later in the 
temple. God dwelt in the midst 
of men in the days of His flesh, 
and He will dwell again in the 
midst of His people in the millen- 
nium. God’s purpose will one day 
be fully realized and gratified in 
the eternal state, in that day when 
all heaven and earth shall be gath- 
ered round Him, and when He shal! 
be all in all. That purpose might 
be expressed in the words, “The 
tabernacle of God shall be with 
men, and He will dwell with them, 
and they shall be His people, and 
God Himself shall be with them, 
and be their God.”

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hair as a symbol of that depend- 
ence and submission, as I showed 
from First Corinthians, chapter 
eleven. But with men short hair 
indicates that the man accepts his 
responsibility for hig family be- 
fore God. Laying much stress on 
I Corinthians 11:1-3 we urged that 
all surrender themselves wholly to 
Christ and His will wherever it 


led, and the great majority of the 
congregation faced that question 


honestly and agreed to try it. 

When the benediction was pro- 
nounced, I slipped out of the au- 
ditorlum and found hurrying 
toward me through an anteroom, 
a young man for whom we had 
been praying. He grasped my hand 
and said, ‘““‘Well, Brother Rice, I 
think I am about ready to meet 
Jesus now.”

How Salvation and Reunion Came 


To One Ruined Home 


The other night a woman in deep 
concern told me there was a man 
present to whom she wished me to 
speak. She led me to the man and 
introduced him and with tears told 
how anxious she was for the man 
to be saved. She told me that he 
was a married man, but that they 
had had an affair. “Now I have 
been saved and have broken away 
from him. I am trying to live for 
God and I know He has forgiven 
my past. It is all under the blood 
of Christ. But I want this man to 
be saved.”” She urged him for the 
sake of his wife and children to 
get right with God. 

He seemed to be hard-hearted 
and despite all I could do he turned 
away. The next night again I spoke 
to him. He was rough and bit- 
ter. That night I preached on “A 
Bible Kind of Home and How to 
Have It,”’ and laid heavy upon men 
their responsibility to God for their 
families. The text was “As for 
me and my house, we will serve the 
Lord” (Josh 24:15). I showed how 
God blessed Joshua and Abraham 
in the way they led their family 
for God. I showed how the Philip- 
pian jailor rejoiced when nis whole 
family was saved and baptized. I 
showed how Eli and his whole fam- 
ily were cursed when he did not 
restrain his sons and when he did 
not win them to God. I gave what 
the Bible said about a husband’s 
responsibility, about a wife’s duty, 
about discipline of children, about 
family altars. He was shaken 
deeply, it seemed, but would not 
yield. 

But the next night I learned 
what had taken place after he went 
home. About eleven o’clock he had 
called the pastor all broken up 
over his sins. The pastor had come 
down to the church and met him 
again. They had prayed together 
and the pastor had shown him the 
Scriptures on how to be saved. 
The following night he was in the 
services with his wife and came 
forward to make an open confes- 
sion of his faith in Christ. She 
came as a back-slider and her sad 
face lighted up as she told how she 
wanted to consecrate herself anew 
to Christ and His services. Since 
then husband and wife have been 
in the services together regularly. 


Space does not allow me to tell 
other details. A Catholic man 
whose wife trusted Christ while 
sitting in her seat the first night 
of the meeting and who told me so 
at the time, began to seek the light 
which his wife had found. Sunday 
night he came openly and boldly to 
claim Christ. Brothers have re- 
joiced over brothers, friends over 
friends, husbands over wives.

Nor do you love your neighbor 
as yourself. You do not keep the 
golden rule to do unto others as 
you would that they should do un- 
to you. Every day there are others 
who do not have as much to eat 
as you have, do not sleep in as 
nice a home ag you have, do not 
ride in as nice @ Car as you use. 
You may love your neighbor but 
not as God commands, not as much 
as yourself, and any lack here is 
sin. 

Perhaps you say, as many have 
said to me, “Well, I do the best 
I can.” But even that is not true. 
You do not do what you know to 
do. When you were angry the 
other day, did you really not know 
better? When you neglected to 
read your Bible or pray did you 
really do the best you could? Have 
you done the best you could about 
giving, about loving? If you are 
honest you will have to say that 
you have not even done the best 
you could and the best you know. 

By every standard in the world, 
then, we can see that God’s Word 
is true and that “There is no dif- 
ference for all have sinned and come 
short of the glory of God.”

the same boat, and are all passed 
under condemnation alike. We are 
in the boat of sin and the boat 
is sinking! 

There are some terrible Scrip- 
tures in the Bible, but they are 
true. The Scripture says, “The 
soul that sinneth it shall die” (Ezk. 
18:4). The solemn warning of God 
is, “Be sure your sin will find you 
out!” (Num. 32:23). The alarm- 
ing law of the Bible is that “the 
wages of sin is death.” When a 
sinner dies, he has earned the death 
of his body. When he goes to a 
hell of torment he need not com- 
plain for he has only gotten what 
is his just wages. People do not 
go to hell because God hates them. 
They go to hell because they de- 
serve to go, because they ought to 
go, because they are sinners. They 
stay in hell because they are still 
sinners, still unregenerate enemies 
of God. The stern Word of God to 
every sinner is “Be not deceived; 
God is not mocked: for whatso- 
ever &@ man soweth, that shall he 
also reap” (Gal. 6:7). That ig the 
reason the Bible says that “so 
death passed upon all men for that 
all have sinned’ (Rom. 5:12). The 
wrath of God burns always against 
sinners. “God is angry with the 
wicked every day” (Psa. 7:11), 
and “It is a fearful thing to fall 
into the hands of the living God” 
(Heb. 10:31). Therefore, unless 
you, dear sinner, find some way to 
escape that you do not deserve, find 
some one else who loves you 
enough to save you and pay for 
your sin you are eternally doomed! 


All Have Sinned, But Thank God, 
All Can Be Saved! 


Up to this point we have been 
talking about sin and if that were 
all there wag to say on the ques- 
tion everyone of us would be 
doomed forever. Thank God, that 
is not all: God hag another word 
on the subject. It is still true that 
“There is no difference, for all have 
sinned and come short of the glory 
of God,” but in the book of Rom- 
ans there is another place that 
says, too, “There is no difference.” 
Turn to Romans 10:12, 13. 

“For there is no difference 
between the Jew and the 
Greek; for the same Lord over 
all is rich unto all that call 
upon him. 

“For whosoever shall call 
upon the name of the - Lord 
Shall be saved.”

No difference, all have sinned! 
And now, thank God, there is no 
difference, all may be saved! All 
of us are sinners; we are all in the 
same boat. But, thank God, Je- 
sus Christ will save the whole 
boat-load if they will let Him! If 
sin is universal, then salvation is 
offered just ag freely and univer- 
sally. “But where sin abounded 
grace did much more abound” 
(Rom. 5:20). 

If you go back and read Rom- 
ans 3:23, “For all have sinned, 
and come short of the glory of 
God,” you will find it is followed 
by the blessed promise “Being 
justified freely by His grace 
through the redemption that is in 
Christ Jesus.” 


Isaiah 53:6 told us that “All we 
like sheep have gone astray, we 
have turned every one to his own 
way.” Then the verse continues, 
“and the Lord hath laid on Him 
the iniquity of us all.” Jesus Christ 
bore our sins! 


This is the gospel, that “Christ 
died for our sins according to the 
Scriptures, and was buried, and 
rose again the third day according 
to the Scriptures” (I Cor. 15:3, 4). 
It is a blessed, blessed thought, 
“worthy of all acceptation,”’ God 
had Paul to say, “that Christ Jesus 
came into the world to save sin- 
ners.” And Paul delighted to say 
that he himself was “the chief of 
sinners’’ (I Tim. 1:15). 


Jesus died to save sinners and 
nobody else! He said, “I came not 
to call the righteous, but sinners 
to repentance” (Luke 5:32). If you 
are a sinner then there is hope for 
you, love for you, mercy for you, 
salvation for you! Do you know 
why the poor publican in the tem- 
ple, so ashamed that he could not 
lift up his eyes toward heaven, got 
wonderfully saved and went down 
to his house justified and saved? 
He prayed “God, be merciful to me 
a SINNER!” Any one who comes 
to Jesus Christ for mercy, con- 
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fessing he igs a poor, undone sin- 
ner will be saved. God can not 
give a sinner justice in saving him 
as if he were righteous. But He 
can offer, and delights to offer, 
mercy to those who admit they are 
sinners. 

It is only the blood of Christ, 
then, which is a hope for the sin- 
ner. 
Your sing are iaid on Jesus Christ! 
That perfect and holy Jesus was 
tempted in all points like as we 
are, yet did no sin. He suffered 
as a sinner but it was my sins 
He suffered for, and yours. “He 
who knew no sin became sin for 
us that we might become that 
righteousness of God in him” (II 
Cor. 5:21). God the Father is well 
satisfied with the price His Son 
has paid. He has accepted Christ 
as a substitute and is willing, yea, 
anxious, to have us reconciled to 
Him. 


"All Is Forgiven: Come Home!" 


In the “Personals” column of a 
daily newspaper long ago I saw an 
ad that touched my heart. It ran 
about like this — “Emma, come 
home. All is forgiven. Mother is 
sick and wants to see you.” I 
do not know what wayward girl 
had broken her mother’s and fa- 
ther’s hearts with her sin. I just 
know that the anxious, loving 
hearts of her parents reached out 
through the great city begging her 
to return and to accpet the for- 
giveness which was already of- 
fered before she even asked it! 


So God the Father sends this mes- 
sake today telling you, “Dear sin- 
ner, all is forgiven if you will trust 
in my dear Son who has paid for 
your sins. We love you and want 
you to come home to heaven in- 
stead of being lost in Hell.” 

“There is no difference!” All 
have sinned, but all may be for- 
given, too. All must come alike, 
simply trusting in the blood of 
Jesus Christ. 


In a Texas revival years ago I 
talked to a lost woman who seemed 
so troubled, so burdened with her 
sins that she longed to be saved, 
but she could not believe God 
would save her. I wondered what 
was in her way but could not find 
the secret that troubled her and 
kept her from Jesus. At last she 
wrote me a letter and brought it 
to me saying with down-cast face, 
“When you have read this then 
please tell me if you think I can 
be saved.” She went away and I 
read the letter. It was the pitiful 
out-pouring of a shamed, broken 
heart.: She told me how she had 
been a common woman, had gone 
far in sin. Her husband, she said, 
had led her to it, only God knows 
why! Now in despair and shame 
she wondered if God could ever 
save her. 

That night after the meeting I 
saw her and opened my Bible to 
show her Isaiah 1:18. I pointed 
my finger to it and read it over 
and over, 

“Come now, let us reason 
together saith the _ Lord. 
Though your sing be as scarlet 
they shall be as white as snow. 
Though they be red like crim- 
son they shall be as wool.” 
Doubting, fearing, hoping she 

listened and prayed and yet she 
went away unsure. But the next 
night she came back to the meet- 
ing with glowing face and rejoic- 
ing heart and told me this: 

“Last night I had a dream ons 
vision — I do not know which. 
Someone held a Bible before me 
and pointed to the same verse of 
Scripture that you showed me 
which promises “Though your sins 
be as scarlet they shall be as white 
as snow. Though they be red like 
crimson they shall be as wool.’ In 
my dream I wept and wondered 
if it was for me. Then I looked 
up to see who it was whose finger 
pointed to the verse, and, Brother 
Rice, it was Jesus! I saw Him and 
knew Him, and then I knew the 
promise was for me! He died for 
me, He paid for my sins and so I 
know that now everything is for- 
given!” 

Dear, troubled, dying sinner, 
won’t you come, too, and be saved 
today? Confess to Christ that you 
are a sinner, but receive Him as 
your Substitute and be washed to- 
day as white as snow!
